Committee should go on, 74 per cent answered Yer, and 
26 per cent said No. 

Of the people who were asked the second question: 
Where would your sympathy: lie if Hitler wages war 
against the Soviet Union, 83 per cent said with the Soviet 
Union, and 17 per cent for Hitler. 


These replies are important for America. They seem 
contradictory. But, they are far from being contradictory. 

The vote on Hitler is an overwhelming demonstration 
that the American people have become thoroughly alarmed 
at the menace of Hitler’s war plans, The vote proves that 
the people have grasped the fact that Nazi activities, 
especially since Munich, represent an enormous danger to 
the peace and safety of the United States. 

But, how explain that the people who express their 
hatred of Hitlerism also seem to express their support for 
the Dies Conimittee? 

The answer is simple—and tremendously importaut. 

The answer is that in voting to continue the Dies Com- 
mittee the American people are NOT voting for Dies’ red- 
baiting at all. They are voting for the Dies Committee 
precisely because they desire to express in this vote their 
HATRED OF FASCISM, and a desire for ACTION

The Gallup Poll yesterday listed in the order of their 
frequency the reasons given for the Dies Committee vote— 

“We need to keep our eyes open in the midst of all 
this world trouble”—this was the most frequent type of 
comment, says Gallup. 

This indicates the real sentiment of the Gallup Poll 
results—the American people are aroused to a feeling 
VIGILANCE against democracy’s enemies.

But having procured his appropriation under this false 
flag, Dies immediately proceeded to turn his Committee 
into an instrument for protecting the anti-democratic 
forces and Nazi agencies. 

The Dies Committee has itself become an un-Amer- 
ican, subversive force, rallying around it all the pro- 
Hitler forces in the country. 

Dies has become, in fact, a major obstacle to a REAL 
INVESTIGATION OF UN-AMERICAN FORCES which is 
so urgently needed today. That is why the Wall Street 
bankers and Nazi propagandists gathered on Thursday in 
New York City to support his Committee.

Mum to the last, Means let the 
secret of the hiding place of the 
$104,000 he extorted in the Lind- 
bergh kidnaping. Means got the 
money from Mrs. Evelyn Walsh 
McLean in Washington on the 
promise to produce the Lindbergh 
baby. He went to jail instead. 

Means worked with Matthew 


several years ago in a hunt for 
the mysterious “reds.” The National 
Civic Federation, of which Woll was 
acting president, hired Means to 
uncover the “reds” in America. The 
hunt was a flop. 

Woll’s organization worked with 
Means some years after he was 
convicted in 1924 of conspiracy to 
violate the prohibition laws, while 
he was a “G-Man.”

000 to Jess Smith, President Hard- 
ing’s friend. Smith died mysteri- 
ously, officially a suicide, soon after 
a mysterious visit with Attorney 
General Daugherty, head of the 
Ohio Gang.

The plan, sponsored by the State 
Medical Association, makes insur- 
ance available to families for $4 a 
month, entitling each insured per- 
son to 21 days of hospitalization a 
year and medical care for as long 
as required. The insurance will only 
be sold, however, in groups of ten. 

Eighty per cent of Utah's popula- 
tion of half a million have incomes 
of $2,000 or less—mostiy, much less.
